Army to Take

WASHINGTON. (UP) — The De- 


fense Department announced today* 
that the Army will draft 23,000 
men in J.uly—a bpost of 5,000 ovar 
the recent monthly .calls.

The army had been drafting 18,

ruary. The increase scheduled for 
July will bring the figure back to 
the monthly rate which prevailed 
fpr several mpnths through last 
January,
